TRYING TO REDUCE 
DEATHS ON JULY 4 


Health Department Takes Ev- 
ery Possible Step, Offering 
Antitoxin for Victims | 
at Cost Price. 


LOCKJAW PREVENTABLE. 


Commissioner Emphasizes Warn- 
ing That Germ Can Be Killed 
Only Before Symptoms 
Appear. 


Officers of the health department, under 
the direction of Commissioner Evans, are 
taking every step possible to reduce the an- 
nual death toll of the Fourth of July celebra- 
tion this year. 

Twelve persons were killed in Chicago 
last year on Independence day, and in the 
eight weeks following ten more deathe re- 
sulted from tetanus, which developed in the 
greater number of thé cases from small 
wounds and powder burns. Two hundred 
and. two persons received more or jess serious 
wounds. In 1907 sixteen persons were killed 
and 187 were injured. 

Next Monday, and for eight weeks follow- 
ing, the health department will furnish 
tetanus anti-toxin at cost at its headquarters 
215 Madison street. Dr.: Evans says every 
wound, no matter how slight, should receive 
the immediate atteRtion of a physician, and 
that the serum should be used in every case 
to prevent the operations of the tetanus 
germ. He is emphasizing the fact that lock- 
jaw is preventable, but is seldom curable 
after the symptoms are in evidence. 


Medical Journal Gives. Lists. 


In its report called Fourth of July Car- 
nage, America’s Shame,“ the Journal of the 
American Medical association last year gave 
virtually complete statistics concerning the 
deaths and injuries caused in the entire 
country on July 4, 1908. According to the 
report there was a total of 168 deaths, and of 
these 56 were due to tetanus. Thirty were 
killed outright by firearms, 23 by giant fire- 
crackers, 22 were burned to, death by fire 
and fireworks, 19 were killed by powder ex- 
plosions, 7 by toy cannons, and 7 lost their 
lives from other causes. 

There were tetanus cases in 20 states, and 
lllincis led the list with 12 cases. Chicago 
having 10 fatal cases. Blank cartridges were 
blamed for 76.3 per cent of the total number 
of tetanus cases. Altogether there were 
5,628 acidents, or 1,210 more than on July 4, 
1907. 

In the death list for the diy in the larger 
cities Chicago and Cleveland headed the list 
with 12 each. New York had 11 and Phile- 
delphia and Boston had 6 each. In Jersey 
City 5 were killed and the death roll in St. 
Louis was 4. Of the nonfatal accidents Phil- 
adelphia led with 426, followed by New York 
with 816. The giant cracker caused 23 deaths 
and 1,708 accidents.

President Judson Says Students 
Must Change Their Attitude. 


U. OF C. SOLYING PROBLEM. 


Annual Report Tells Efforts to 
Class Work Supreme. 


„ Execessive social distractions” that tend 
to place intellectual uetivities in a posi- 
tion of minor importance are pointed out by 
President Harry Pratt Judson of the Uni- 
versity of Chicago in his latest annual report 
to be made public as the most serious men- 
ace of American colleges today. His solu- 
tion is that “a new attitude of students 
toward intellectual life must be attained if 
colleges are to render their best services to 
the country.” 

This is President Judson's contribution to 
the controversy over the shortcomings of 
university education, in which educators, 
clergy, and business men throughout the 
country have taken part. Dr. Judson's 
views are in line with those expressed by 
Dr. James B. Angell, retiring president of 
the University of Michigan, and other leading 
educators. 

That the University of Chicago is approach- 
ing the ideal mapped out by Dr. Judson is 
the opinion of the Midway school head. He 
points out that, though the attendance at the 
university showed a falling off in 1907-8 of 
thirty-two students over the 1906-7 regis- 
tration, this decrease was due to the new 
“ weeding out policy of the Midway author- 
ities. 

Wants Real Students Only. 

His answer to the Rev. Johnston Myers, 
who recently charged that the university’s 
attendance has dropped because of lack of 
confidenge on the part of the public is 
this: 

It may be noted that the policy to which 
attention was called in the last annual report 
in the direction of maintaining a high stand- 
ard of scholarship, especially in the junior 
colleges, has been continued. About forty- 
nine students have been dismissed during the 
last year for inefficiency. I repeat, the uni- 


edy the evil by sending away such under- 
graduates as seem to be hopelessly incompe- 
tent. This has been done in the last two 
years to a considerable extent, and the 
process wih be continued.

Yuma, Ariz., July 2.—Papers found among 
the effects of a stranger found dead at the 
Southern Pacific station today indicate that 
the body is that of Sir Arthur Cowell-Stepney 
of London, an English baronet of large es- 
tates and a scientist of distinction. 

The man arrived in Yuma yesterday and 
registered at the Southern Pacific hotel as 
W. C. Stepney of Seattle. A coroner’s jury 
presented a verdict that he came to his death 
from the excessive use of alcoholic drink. 

Gold and notes to the amount of several 
hundred dollars were found on the body, and 
receipts and bank books show he had $13,000 
on deposit in a Los Angeles bank. 


Title Renounced by Him. 

Sir Arthur Cowell-6tepney was the only 
instance of a wealthy English baronet pub- 
licly renouncing and adjuring, so to speak, 
an inherited honor of this kind, although 
many other titled Englishmen have dropped 
the prefixes to their names on coming to 
America. 

The divorce suit of Stepney’s wife, which 
was heard in London in May, 1008, was one 
of the strangest which ever have been record- 
ed in the English courts. The charge was 
desertion.

In a mass of 
students who are not engaged in the active 
study ef a profession, there tends to grow 
up a great number and variety of social ac- 
tivities which divert attention from more 
serious pursuits. The result seems to be a 
predominance of these interests over those 
interests which are represented by the en- 
dowments, the laboratories, the libraries, and 
the other equipments of a college, and which 
may fairly be presumed to be the primary 
interests for which such nn. are 
established.

titude of student toward intellectual life 
must be attained if colleges are te render 
their best service to the country. 

It may be that the old idea of culture as 
the predominant purpose of a college educa-

WATCH A NEW SUSPECT. 


“Investigators Hear of Powder 
Expert’s Boast He Knew 
About Explosion 31. 


With Felix Sharkey and Charles Myers, the 
two suspects in the bomb throwing mystery, 
still under arrest, the police last night re- 
doubled their efforts on several new angles of 
the case in an endeavor to earn the rewards 
aggregating $5,500 which have been offered 
for information leading to the arrest and 
conviction of the bomb throwers. 

One of teh interesting developments of the 


day was the discovery of an alleged plot to | 
blow up the West Chicago avenue police | 


station with “bomb No. 382.“ It also was 
reported that two detectives from Capt. 
O’Brien’s office have been detailed for the 
last three nights to watch the city hall.“ 


Thinks It Nitro-Glycerin. 

It was learned last night that an employé 
of the Aetna Powder company sent.to Chi- 
cago to investigate the surroundings of the 
last explosion which occurred back of the 
Central exchange of the Chicago Tele- 
phone company, in the rear of 100 Washing- 
ton street. has confirmed an idea held by in- 
vestigators from the beginning—that nitro- 
glycerin and not sticks of dynamite was the 
explosive agent which did the damage. Dyna- 
mite exerts its force nwards, while the 
explosion of last Sunday night was.upwards 
and outwards to such an extent that it fairly 
bulged the alley. 

While the police were pondering upon the 
nitro-glycerin verdict of the expert, they 
were furnished by THE TRIBUNE with the 
name of a north side man who claims to be 
an expert in explosives and whose conversa- 
tions in saloons during the last few weeks 
have been in the nature of boasts about what 
he knew about the effects of various ex- 
plosives. The expert last night was placed 
under surveillance by the police. 


Poolrooms Are “Next Door.” 

The suppoged bomb, No, 32 conspiracy 
was aimed at the West Chicago avenue police 
station because a gambler’s poolrooms are 
located over the saloon of J. D. Hoff, next 
door to the station on West Chicago avenue, 
near Milwaukee avenue. 

The alleged ot was discovered by a 
former employé of a State street store, who 
lives on North Francisco avenue, and by 
him was told to THE TRIBUNE with other in- 
formation which was borne out by investiga- 
tion. 

The residence of the informant is in Hum- 
boldt park, a considerable distance from the 
West Chicago avenue station, and this fact 
was adduced as added evidence that the 
story was genuine. 

The man, who asked that his name be with- 
beld from publication, said that recently he 
has been going to a saloon in his neighbor- 
hood, which includes pool tables in its ap- 
pointments. 

On Wednesday he was in a part of the 
place darkened because the pool tables were 
not in use, wher he overheard two men talk- 
ing in a booth. One of them, he described as 
e big, husky fellow, about 33 years old.“ 
who, he had been informed, was connected 
in some way with disorderly resorts. 


Says “It Will Rip Whole Corner.” 

The other man was younger by several 
years and the drift of the conversation indi- 
cated that his headquarters were in Gary, 
Ind.—a neighborhood close to the magazines 
of companies manufacturing high explosives. 
The men were talking about the recent bomb 
explosions, when the big one said: 

Well. what has happened isn’t a marker 
to what's going to happen next. The next 
one is due for that old station, and it'll rip the 
whole — — corner off and twist it into smith- 
ereens.”’ 

The man addressed expressed interest, 
whereupon the big fellow referred bitterly 
to policemen making bets on horse races and 
then starting out to arrest gamblers not pa- 
tronized by them. 

ou know from what I told you before 
that what I say is the goods, don’t you?" 
boasted the man doing the talking. 

The smaller man assented. 

Well, then, Watch and see that corner 
ripped off so the coppers will see what's 
what,” concluded the big man. 

Sees Policemen Making Bets. 

“I thought at first that they were talking 
about a poolroom being run right in the 
station,“ said THE TRIBUNE'S informant. 
I put up a dollar or so on the ponies myself 
occasionally, and I thought I'd ride down 
and see. 

When I reached the place I found the 
poolroom to be over Hoff’s saloon, adjoining 
the station on the east. 

“Two policemen in uniform were in the 
place making bets and there was a fireman 
there. I made three bets and have some 
change coming from the gamblers now.“ 

** Suppose we ride down to this police pool- 
room and make some dets.“ suggested the 
reporter. 

The man was a bit reluctant, but he con- 
sented to ride out to the place on a Milwau- 
kee avenue car. The saloon was found to be 
crowded close to the police station. 

The man behind the bar chatted amiably 
about horses with various persons who stood 
drinking while a group of men played cards 
at a table. A racing form was @onspicuous 
on the cigar case. Passing through the rear 
room of the saloon, the informant and the re- 
porter came to a stairway labeled ‘“ Rapid 
City Real Estate company.” 

They proceeded upstairs and entered a 
typical poolroom, 

Money was being put up frequently by 
persons coming in at intervals. Some of it 
was brought by a porter from downstairs. 

He brings it for the policeren, ”* said the 
informant.

Describes Gambling War. 

Attorney Erbstein, representing Sharkey, 
will go before Judge Windes today on a pet!- 
tion to have the prisoner’s bond reduced from 
$25,000 to a sum which is declared to be 
“within reason and which friends of the 
bomb suspect can provide. 

In an affidavit Attorney Erbstein sets forth 
that a gambling war has been in progress for 
some time in Chicago and yicinity; that a 
number of bombs hawe been thrown by cer- 
tain members of the fraternity,“ and that 
the police arrested Sharkey in order to 
“allay public clamor.’ 

State’s Attorney Wayman said that under 
no circumstances would he consent to Shar- 
key being released from jail until a satis- 
factory explanation had been made of the 
twenty-five pounds of dynamite which the 
latter is alleged to have received last Satur- 
day at Morgan Park. | 

Attorney Erbstein said that if he failed in 
having Sharkey’s bonds reduced he would 
apply for a writ of habeas corpus for the 
prisoner in the United States court.

Prompt action was taken by the-police yes- 
terday after a strike of 300 workmen en- 
gaged on track elevation through Evanston 
for the Chicago and Northwestern railroad. 

Profiting by their previous experiences, 
the bluecoats allowed the strikers no time 
to congregate and menace other workers, but 
drove them all to a work car, in which they 
were conveyed outside of the city. 

The men were getting $1.65 a day and 
wanted $1.75. When it was refused they 
quit work and thé police were called. Near- 
ly 700 laborers are employed by the railroad 
in Evanston, and at former ; disturbances, 
which have been numerous, the strikers 
menaced those who did not quit. 


Nonunion Drivers Beaten.

CRIES HEARD ABOVE STORM. 


Pulled Out with Rope as Boat Whistles 
at State Sireet.

Fred Guska. 26 years old, may be thankful 
today for a number of Providential things 
which combined to save his life in an odd 
accident at the State street bascule bridge 
during the storm early last night. First. he 
may thank his own lusty powers of lung and 
the sharp hearing of Bridgetender L. F. 
Northrup and Policeman Michael Walsh; 
aecond, he may be particularly thankful that 
the sixty pits into which the bridge weights 
descend were not cleaned out yesterday. 

Guska, who lives at 512 Wellington street, 
boarded a North State street, car. to’ take a 
bundle to the Graham & Morton steamship 
docks for his mother and sister, who were to 
take the night boat across the lake. He 
asked the conductor to let him off near the 
docks. Accordingly he was put off at the 
south end of the State street bridge and the 
lighted steamer was pointed out, lying in the 
river just east of the bridge. 


Falls Fifty Feet from Stairs. 


The rainstorm and lightning was at its 
height as Guska walked to the iron railing 
which guards the approach to the bridge. 
He pushed open a gate and descended the 
stairway to the bridge pit, thinking it led to 
the boat landing. He walked down two flights 
of stairs and off the edge, falling fifty feet 
into ten feet of water in the pit. 

Guske struck the water,’ rose, and braced 
his feet against the narrow sides in a way 
to get his head above water. Then he be- 
gan to shout. In the darkness, no one saw 
him descend the stairway, but his shouts 
were heard by Walsh and Northrup. 

Northrup and his companion, James Ryan, 
ran down the bridge shanty and traced the 
oalis to the pit. They threw down a life pre- 
server with a rope and Guska managed to 
catch the preserver. 


Hauled Out of Pit with Rope. 
The three men then hatied him out, 
drenched and considerably bruised and 
scratched, but able to walk and talk. He 
was taken to the Emergency hospital, where 
his cuts were dressed. Then he was sent

Just after he fell—and no one saw him—a 
boat whistled for the bridge.

BLAMES WIFE OF FRIEND. 


“This Is What Jealous Woman Can 
Do,““ Says Suicide’s Note. 


With a cry thet wae heard by scores of 
persons Fred Knoch sprang from the 
crowded platform of the Dearborn street 
station at Van Buren street last night, and 
was crushed to death beneath the wheels of a 
Northwestern Dievated train.

ZEPPELIN POLE DASH INDORSED 


German Scientists Think Airship In- 
ventor Has Good Chance of 
: / success. 


BERLIN. July 2.—The proposal to reach 
the north pole in a Zeppelin airship is re- 
garded as feasible by Eric von Drygalski, the 
weil known geographer and polar explorer, 
who today said the accomplishment of the 
project lies within the radius of action which 
Count Zeppelin already has demonstrated as 
possible for his craft. 

The dangerous and severe artic storms 
must be reckoned with, although these are 
not so threatening in summer, and another 
condition to be taken into consideration is 
the rays of the sun, which develop great 
strength in the summer time, and are con- 
tinuous. Herr Von Drygalski regards the 
geographic and scientific aims of the expedi- 
tion as fully justifying the venture and the 
expense entailed. 

Prof. Penck, director of the Oceanographic 
museum, explained today that the distance 
from Spitzbergen to the north pole is about 
equal to that from Friedrichshafen to 
Koenigsburg, and he takes an optimistic view 
of the probabilities of success. 


Kaiser Has Zeppelin Plan. 

KIEL, July 2.—Prof. H. Hergesell of the 
University of Strassburg has turned over to 
Emperor William complete plans for the pro- 
posed Zeppelin trip to the north pole. He ex- 
plained the idea also to the prince of Monaco, 
who probably will give financial assistance. 
The professor recently has been engaged in 
carrying out geographic and oceanic re- 
search work for the prince of Monaco in 
Scandinavian waters.

Machinery Stops High in Air 
and Orville Dives Three. 
Hundred Feet. 


‘MAKES 40 MILES AN HOUR. 


Strikes a Tree in Fall and Will 
Not Fly Again Before. 
Tuesday. | 


Fort Myer, Va., July 2.—Resembiing a giant 
bird swgoping down upon its prey, the 
motor which 
propels it had come suddenly to a standstill, ° 
glided gracefully 800 feet to earth today, 
after having made two successful flights. 

The machine was on its way around the 
fort drill grounds for the ninth time in its 
second flight when the motor stopped, sixty 
feet above the earth, and exactly in the same 
place where the blade broke last 
September caused the fatal accident that 

thé trials at that time. In gliding 


the skids were broken and the 
badly ripped. Mr. Wright was not hurt. 
The two flighta today were the most suc- 
cessful that Orville Wright has made at Fort 
Myer since his return to complete the gov- 
ernment trials. 
On the first attempt he flew about the field 
twelve times in eleven minutes and fifty sec- 
onds, and on the second trial he had gone 
around eight and one-half times when the 
flight was terminated by a mishap. He had 
been in the air for a little more than eight 
minutes, 


Makes Fastest Time of Trials. 

During both flights Mr. Wright went high- 
er and faster than in the trials of the two 
previous days. It was estimated that his 
speed was about thirty-seven miles an hour’ 
on an average; although the machine prob- 
ably exceeded forty mijes when flying. with 
the light breeze blowing from the south. 

The glide, which covered a distance of per- 
haps 800 feet, was beautiful to behold, but 
there were few in the crowd of a thousand 
or more spectators who did not fear, for a 
moment, that they were about to witness a 
repetition of last year’s accident. 

Orville and Wilbur inspected the machine 
closely to see what caused the motor to stop. 
They did not announce the result of their 
investigation, but said the aeroplane would 
not be ready for air flight before Tuesday 
at the earliest, because it would be neces- 
sary to send to their Dayton shop for cloth 
with which to repair the damage te the 
planes. 

My motor stopped just as I was over the 
aeroplane shed,” said Orville Wright, after 
the machine had been returned to the shed. 
When you are over bushes and trees you 
can't see their height and it was due to a 
miscalculation on my part that the wing hit 
the tree and swung the machine around, 
causing it to land sidewise on the skids. If 
it hadn’t been for the tree I would have 
landed safely. 


Accident Mars Best Day. 

“It was too bad the accident happened, 
because the machine was going fine today. 
It was making better speed than yesterday 
and more than the machine that I used last 
year. I should judge the machine was going 
more than forty miles an hour at certain 
times.“ 

A wind of a velocity of about three miles 
an hour was blowing when Orville was mak- 
ing his flights, 
six miles faster on the stretch along the 
eastern border of the field than along the 
western border, Like last year, Orville is 
making circular flights with the left side of 
the machine on the tnside of the field. Glenn 
H. Curtiss, the Hammondsport aviator, bi 
is to make a flight in his aeroplane in 
York tomorrow, witnessed Mr. Wright's 
flights today. 

The motor on the aeroplane had been miss- 
ing explosions for some time before it final- 
ly stopped. Otherwise the machine had acted 
much better today than on ite previous testa. 
A few little difficulties which Orville had 
experienced yesterday, such as the tiring 
of his arm, due to the moving of the lever 
controlling the planes, were surmounted this 
morning.

MUCH DEPENDS ON THE COOK

Make your pie crust rich, slice your 
apples thin, put in plenty of them and use lots 
of sugar,“ said Mrs. F. W. Seymour, the 67 
year old bride ef Justice of the Peace Sey- 
mour, aged 75, of Maywood yesterday when 
asked for her recipe for apple pies.

Sit thoroughly a sieve half full of flour. 
Season with a teaspoonful of salt. Aud a 
heaping teaspoonful of lard and mix well 
together. Add.a little cold water. Pour in 
gradually s6 this mixture will just stay to- 
gether. 


Handle Little as Possible. 
“ Roll it out and handle as little as possible. 


Flour your tins and roll the paste as thin as 


possible. Fit the size of tins, line generously 
with thin slices of apples, add a pinch of 
cinnamon and a half cup of sugar. Cut top 
piece or cover and fold once. Stab several 
times with fork to let the airsout. Cover 

ith fold after moistening edge to keep the 
juice from running out. 

‘‘ Trim off the edge. Take thumb and fore- 
finger of left hand, pressing down with fore- 
finger of right hand and outline the pie so 
the crusts will beeven. Bake ina quick oven 
till nice and brown.”

RAIDED IN ‘WASHINGTON. 


Proprietors of Three Places Accused of 
Leading System Covering Nearly the 
Whole Country. 


Washington, D. C., July 2—Charged with 
using the United States mails for lottery 
purposes, proprietors of three Chinese shops 
were arrested tonight. The raid on the places 
was made by postoffice inspectors. A large 
amount of gambling paraphernalia was 
found. , 

The raid represented an effort to reach the 
center of a widely ramified Chinese lottery 
system. It was expected that the raid would 
be simultaneous with similar activities in 
other cities. 

Great stacks of supposed lottery tickets 
were seized in each place. On some of them 
large splotches of red ink covered the win- 
ning numbers. The inspectors think that 
one of the places raided was the headquar- 
ters of the lottery system. Beeause these 
tickets were being mailed to places outside 
of Washington, principally, it is said, in the 
territory between Baltimore and North Caro- 
lina, the postal authorities interfered. 

In two of the places large boards were 
hanging on the wall of the little room, on 
each of which were pasted twenty little 
squares of white paper.

Changes in the city’s pay ron system, its | 
method of purchasing supplies, and its ac- 
counting methods were recommended yester- 
day in the first-report made by a subcommit- 
tee, of the municipal efficiency commission 
appointed: by Mayor Busse last winter to 
eliminate waste and duplication of work. 

The subcommittee on duplication of work | 
and pay rolis, composed of City Controller 
Wtison, Charles G. Dawes, Frank I. Bennett, 
P. J. O'Connell. and Elton Lower, president 
of the civi) service commission, made its re- 
port th a conference of department heads, 
who gave its suggestions hearty approval and 
indorsed them for permanent adoption. 

Four other subcommittees are hard at 

work, but so tedious are the tasks they have 
undertaken that no reports are expected 
from them before fall. 
The principal recommendation regarding 
pay rolls was that they be not made up in full 
until the service for which the wage wasto be 
paid actually bad been performed. It was 
suggested that pay days be fixed in rotation 
for the thirty-one departments. At present 
the pay rolls-all come in at once; and any- 
where from ten days to three weeks—accom- 
panied by night work—is needed for the mere- 
ly clerical work involved. 


Will End Pay Roll Errors. 

The city Has 16,000 employés and if the 
suggestion is followed out every day will be 
a pay day at the city hall and there will be 
none of the present inaccuracy andj conse- 
quent corrections, 

Vouchers and invoices needing the signa- 
tures of eleven men are used in the purchas- 
ing of supplies.. The subcommittee deciared 
most of them were signed by officials who 
could not possibly know what they were ap- 
proving. It was suggested that a voucher 
with the signatures of the auditor and the 
controller and invoices signed by the auditor, 
the department head, the receiving clerk, and 
The con- 
troller was asked to take, the suggestion up 
with the business agent at once. 

The controller also was asked to take up 
with each department head the possibility of 
eliminating duplicate accounts. 

It will not mean laying off any employés,’’ 
said Chairman Lower of the commission, 
but using them where they are needed.

STEEL TRADE IS ACTIVE. 
Advancing Prices Stimulate De- 
mand for Dry Goods and 
Collateral Lines. 


In its weekly review of Chicago trade Dun‘s 


Review. published by R. G. Dun & Co., will 


say in today’s issue: 

‘Midyear conditions reflect steady prog- 
ress and an encouraging outlook in com- 
merce, July payments of interest and divi- 
dends cause high total clearings and credits 
show further strengthening in a lower record 
of failures. Anticipations for the future 
course of business now depend largely upon 
good crops. 

*“ Advices testify to results exceeding e- 
pectations in winter wheat. Other grains 
sustain satisfactory growth, especially corn, 
which has a largely increased «acreage. 
Marketings of breadstuffs aggregate about 
as looked for, but those of live stock continue 
disappointing and restricted packing is 
shown by reduced stocks of provisions in 
store. 

* Seasonable weather brought fuller activ- 
ity in the leading retail lines and the stocks 
of merchandise undergo gratifying depletion 
here and throughout the interior. Wholesale 
dealings in the principal necessaries for fall 
deliveries ex those recorded a year ago. 
Advancing prices stimulate more general 
demand for dry goods and collateral lines, 
buyers appearing in greater numbers than 
is customary at this time of year. Bookings 
show increase in clothing, woolens, silks, 
footwear, and housewares. 


Fine Displays of Furniture. 


„Furniture exhibits present an unusually 
attractive display and the July sales are 
likely to surpass former records. Sales of 
food products furnish a favorable compari- 
son and there is also an improved tone in 
jewelry, artwares, and other luxuries. The 
disposition of vacation and sporting goods 
has been exceptionally good. Western de- 
mands for ordinary needs and for improve- 
ments on the farms assure increasing out- 
lays. Consumption generally has attained a 
higher level and the purchasing power is dis- 
tinctly favorable to sustained expansion in 
the principal branches of distribution. , 

„Developments in the industrial situation 
include a greater volume of new demands, 
better prices, and additions to the capacity 
and hands employed. Furnace outputs are 
now more promptly absorbed. Heavy con- 
tracts appear for track equipment, structural 
steel, and steam and electric power. Wood- 
working lines run upon a steadier basis and 
theye is more absorption of the hardwoods 
and pine. Shipments of leather refject a 
wider use and the shoe and belting factories 
report a more en accumulation of for- 
ward orders.

Wheat (including flour) exports from the 
United States and Canada for the week end- 
ing July 1, aggregate 1,310,849 bushels, 
against 1,600,842 last week and 2,008,565 this 
same week last year. For the fifty-three 
weeks ending July 1 exports are 168,875,961 
bushels, against 203,872,836 in the correspond- 
ing period last year.

Hosiery and Cotton Goods Firm. 

R. G. Dun & Co.'s weekly bulletin of trade 
tomorrow will say: 

Aside from labor difficulties at sheet and 
tin plate mills, all reports regarding iror 
and steel are most encouraging, while manu- 
taoturers show more independence in ac- 
cepting business. 

Knit goods and hosiery are in better re- 
quest for spring delivery. Cotton goods re- 
main firm, with some further advances noted. 
Staple taffetas in silks are being ordered 
freely from some large mills for next spring’s 
delivery, but there is not sufficient nearby 
trade to keep all silk looms busy. 

Shoe conditions continue quiet, the price 
question being a disturbing factor. Ship- 
ments for the current week were practically 
the same as last week, but still show an in- 
crease of 399,063 cases so far this year, as 
compared with a year ago. Hides still ad- 
vance, owing to improved quality, and both 
packer and country hides are about & cent 
firmer than a week ago.

A GRAND ARMY MEMORIAL. 

The founder of the Grand Army of the 
Republic was Dr. B. F. Stevenson, sur- 
geon of the Fourteenth Illinois infantry. 
He established the first post at Decatur 
on April 6, 1866. Two years before that 
date the idea of this patriotic society was 
discussed by him with the chaplain of the 
same regiment, William J. Rutledge. 
The objects in mind were to strengthen 
the ties of friendship among the men who 
had fought to save the union, to preserve 
the memory of the heroic dead, and to 
afford relief to needy comrades or those 
dependent upon them. 

Its growth was comparatively slow for 
a few years, but by 1800 it had 409,489 
names upon its rolls. That was the high 
water mark of membership. Since that 
date there has been a steady decline. 
Death has been active in the ranks. 
There have been losses due to the lessen- 
ing interest in organizations accompany- 
ing old age. But the influence of the so- 
ciety for more than a generation has been 
powerful. Its place in the annals of 
American history is sure. Long after the 
last survivor of the armies of the civil 
war has passed away the G. A. R. will be 
recalled with appreciation by children and 
children's children. 

For it has established a beautiful insti- 
tution of patriotism. It will leave Memo 
rial day as a definite legacy to coming 
generations, Originally planned for the 


diers of the civil war, it has become the 
great spring festival of patriotic senti- 
ment.

NO REST FOR MESSINA. 

The news that Messina bas had another 
earthquake as severe but not so disas- 
trous as that of last December will a“ 
tonish no one. It is in what has been 
an earthquake region from the beginning 
of history. There is no reason to believe 
that it will ever quiet down. All that 
those who inhabit it gan ask for is the 
longest possible interval between severe 
shocks, An interval of only six months 
is depressingly brief. — 

About 25,000 people have returned to 
Messina. Their old homes were de- 
stroyed, hut they cannot consent to the 
abandonment of the land they stood on. 
In many instances it is all that is left to 
them, Not even this latest .shock will 
drive them away. But it must have 
taught them—if they had not learned it 
befop¢—that there must be a radical 
change in their methods of house build- 
ing. The American frame houses which 
ha ve been put up since the beginning of 
the year quivered and swayed, but did 
not fall on the heads of their occupants 


as stone buildings would have done. 


The stone houses of Messina which fell 
last December had a long tenure of life. 
If they had been rebuilt forthwith they 
would be heaps of ruins today. If Mes- 
sina is to rise again and stay risen its 


inhabitants will have to copy the meth- 
_ ods of construction which have stood the 


test in other earthquake countries. If 
they will not do it of their own motion 
the government should compel them to.

Lord Onglow, who is not only selling the 
greater part of his 15,000 acres of land in the 
south of England but also dismissing the 
large permanent staff of laborers, bricklay- 
ers, carpenters, sawyers, painters, drainers, 
etec., he had empbhoyed year in and year out to 
do the work on his estates, is descended from 
Sir Richard Onslow, the leader of the par- 
liamentary forces in the civil war, who, after 
vainly urging Oliver Cromwell to assume 
the crown and the royal dignity on the execu- 
tion of Charles I., assisted in the restoration 
of Charles II. 

It is to his son, Sir Arthur Onslow, that the 
family. may be said to be indebted for its 
fortunes. For he married the only daughter 
and heiress of Sir Thomas Foote, lord mayor 
of London, and by a special act of favor on 
the part of Charles II. was permitted to in- 
herit his father-in-law's baronetcy. Sir Ar- 
thur’s oldest son was advanced to the rank 
of a peer of the realm as Lord Onslow on his 
retirement from the ane sabre of the house 
of commons. 

The present Lord Onslow’s career as gOvV- 
ernor of New Zealand was brought to a 
sudden close through the refusal of the colon- 
ial legislature to vote the money necessary 
for the repairs of the executive mansion, 
which was in such an insanitary condition 
that Lgra Cranley and several other of the 
governor's children were stricken with 
typhoid fever and almost died. 

While Lord Onslow did not prove altogether 
a success with the white colonists of New 
Zealand, he won great favor with the natives, 
and his youngest boy, born in the antipodes, 
and now 19 years old, enjoys the distinction, 
unique in the English peerage, of being a full 
fledged Maori chieftain, and bears the name 
(it would be wrong to describe it as Christian) 
of Hula.“ 

It is the name of a beautiful white New 
Zealand bird which has become almost-ex- 
tinct, but whose feathers in the headgear of 
the New Zealand chieftatn are a mark of dis- 
tinction equal to that of the heron’s wing in 
Europe in the middle ages. His installation 
as chief, while still a mere child, wag exceed- 
ingly quaint and picturesque.

LER," supplemented by a memoir 

by his wife, is the story of a dis- 

tinguished and genial human 
being—a kind brother to the world, who lived 
without fear, who worked without . 
and who departed rich in the honorable s- 
teem of all who knew him, In his youth he 
composed a prayer which he often uttered. 
Power who has given me being,“ he 
prayed, grant to me the strength to live as 
becomes thy creature. May I stand amid 
the changes that whirl around me untouched 
and unbroken, and when it shall please thee 
rating my days may I not have lived in 
vain.“ 

That his prayer was answered, and that his 
life was without vanity his works abundantly 
testify. „The museum at Cambridge is a 
monument to his efforts; the United States 
geographical survey reports, the reports of 
the coast survey, the proceedings of the 
Boston Society of Natural History, and othe» 
records bear evidence to his skilled and in- 
defatigable service, and hig imposing list 
of books reveals the variety of his powers. 
This Ust is as follows: Physiography of 
North America, (in the Narrative and 
Critical History of Ameriea, edited by Jus- 
tin Winsor), Field Geology,” Aspect of 


+ the Eart™,” “ Nature and Man in America,” 


“The Story of Our Continent.“ Sea and 
Land,“ Valor (a poem), The United 
States,” The Interpretation of Nature,“ 
* Domesticated Animals,“ American High- 
Ways,“ Outlines of the Earth's History,” 
The Moon,” “ Elizabeth of England (five 
volumes), The Neighbor,” ‘* The Citizen,” 
Man and the Barth,” From Old Fields.“ 
Mrs. Shaler observes: ‘‘ Mr. Shaler’s contri- 
butions to learned societies, to scientific jour- 
nals, and to magazines, and his book reviews 
alone would fill many volumes.“ 

No question, he intended to writea fulland 
free autobiography. He had settled down to 
his task in a leisurely spirit, meaning to per- 
mit himself all manner of pleasant digres- 
sions. He planned to leave himself room to 
indulge in whimsicalities, and to comment 
at length upon the interesting and diverting 
fellow travelers he had met along the way. 
His end came while he was in the midst of his 
gracious task, and it devolved upon his 
wife to complete, as nearly as any other per- 
son could complete, the work he had begun. 

What most forcibly strikes the reader of 
this record is the universality of this man's 
interest. Whether it was a shy student, a 
great scholar, an unclassified weed, a belch- 
ing volcano, a fighting cock, a national up- 
rising, old Rome, or a country village. he 
felt a warm and demonstrative interest in 
the person or the thing. The following is 
characteristic of him: : 


“Above the town of Frankfort, on the 
top of the steep bluff of the Kentucky river. 
he writes, is a burial place where lie the 
bones of many heroes, sons the common- 
wealth has lovingly gathered in one fold. 
It is a beautiful site for this simple Valhalla, 
with its wide outlook over the noble vale it 
crowns, to my eyes wondrously enriched by 
the sense of a people's care for the fame of 
its illustrious dead. Thereto was the usual 
walk of young and cld, to take the sunset 
and whatever else came to them there. A 
wider outlook on varied temples of fame 
in Europe and elsewhere has not diminished 
my feeling for that simple place of graves. 
Even now it makes in me a larger impression 
than the cloistered dust of Westminster 
dbbey or the rows of busts on the Pincian 
hill; most likely because of its simplicity, 
and the contrast bet ween it and the very com- 
monplace seenes about it.“ 

This is an illustraticn of his native rever- 
ence, true sense of psychological values, and 
simple courage of conviction, His wife re- 
marks more than once upon his devotion to 
detail, his patience in attenticn to events and 
persons another man as busy as himself 
might have mesglected, and his entire absence 
of egotism. He could float, apparently, with 
all the trivia! interests about him, light 
heartedly, and yet keep to his purpose of 
writing his book, making his geolcgic report, 
or superintending his museum. 


„The different ideas which beset him,“ she 
writes, strange to say, were not combat- 
ants. In passing they saluted one another 
and went on their way, each patiently bid- 
ing its time for fuller recognition and de- 
velopment. In this respect his life was par- 
ticularly rich, for in his mental house there 
were many mansions into which at will he 
eould enter. Whatever struggle there may 
originally have been between the poetic 
imagination and scientific research, the two 
were not only reconciled, but during the last 
fruitful years of his life fused into one in 
such books as The Interpretation of Nat- 
ure,’ and ‘ The Individual.’ It was not only 
when his mind traveled into the realms bf 
poetry that time and eternity, the vast and 
the mysterioug, were, present; with him. 


. ' These phenomena ever underlay his thought, 
5 decree of divorce was granted yesterday 


and because of this solemn undertone often 
there was a note of pathos in what he wrote 
- markedly so in early manhood; and later 
hie pen continued to obey the dictation of a 
subconscious sadness, a sadness which in a 
measure was lost ina world of activity, where 
he practiced a self-sufficing stoicism, but 
which, in the world of reflection, showed itself 
continually. 

So far as the actual process of writing was 
concerned, Mr. Shaler could write at any 
time and anywhere; he was unfamiliar with 
the coaxing habit indulged in by some au- 
thors. He knew nothing of ‘moods’ or 
‘atmoepheres,’ nor did he make any ostenta- 
tious preparations for theact. Allhe wanted 
as his Morris chair, a tablet, tc. lead pencil, 
and his long stemmed pipe.“ 

As a teacher, he seems to have considered 


“himself not merely the inculcator of knowl- 


edge but the curé of souls and the habitual 
friend of the student. He never refused him- 
self to them if it was possible to receive them, 
and would break into the privacy of his even- 
ings at home to give them the companionship 
which they appeared to require of him. He 
never failed to visit a sick student of his 
department; and he desired to keep in toueh 
with his boys after they had passed beyond 
his jurisdiction. 


“Young men of all degrees and tempera- 
ments liked him,“ writes Mrs. Shaler, not 
because he spared their faults, was truckling, 
or sought to be popular, but because he met 
them on the bread level of humanity; and if 
in his estimate of them he sometimes gave 
them credit for what they should be rather 
than for what they were, in the long run his 
judgment was as true as it was generous.” 

Yet this genial man suffered his own social 
and intellectual humiliations. Though he 
worked in Cambridge side by side for many 
years with Lowell and Longfellow, he never 
was bidden to their houses, nor did they 
ever enter his. The doors of the Cambridge 
Brahmins were closed to him. This was owing 
to his having come from a slave owning 
family—in their eyes, apparently, a blot 
which his long and honorable service in the 
union army could not wipe out. Lowell liked 
to swap stories and jests with him, and some- 
times walked with him as far as his gate, but 
no farther would he go. Mr. Shaler had 
known, too, at the time he enrolled himself 
with the federal forces, what it was to grieve 
and offend the friends of his childhood. But 
these matters, While they caused him some 


sorrow. were powerless to arouse in him 


anything like bitterness or a desire for re- 
taliation. He was far too wise, too loving, 
and too profoundly enlisted on the side of 
right to indulge in trivial resentment or to 


feel self-pity. . 


At no time fn his autobiography is he more 
entertaining than when he is writing of his 
travels, and it is indeed a misfortune that he 
should have been called upon to lay down 
his pen before he had reached the place at 
whith he would have recorded his most ex- 
tended and adventurous journeys. In these 
recitals, as elsewhere, his simplicity, fresh- 
ness, and good sense commend him. He was 


j without sentimentality, and his deep interest 


„ 2 


in creation scorned to express itself in ec- 
static language. Mrs! Shaler observes: 

“The country was Mr. Shaler’s natural 
realm. At times it was difficult for those 
about him to realize what such a retreat 
meant to him; but in the fuller knowledge 
that a perspective gives it is easy to see that 
it was necessary in order to keep his soul 

resilient beneath the load of the common- 
place that found its way even inte the aca- 
demic world; it was the need to escape from 
the outer aspect that meets the eye to the 
inner light of the spirit, and nowhere else 
were conditions so farvorable for the serene 
life of mind and spirit. It was thought by 
many thet the days must pass dully in a re- 
gion so sparsely peopled, but he was not of 
the dull-witted kind who suffer from quiet 
and demand bustle as a substitute for 
thought. It was impossible for one to be 
bored who sought, as he did, an explanation 
of the world about him. With the good earth 
beneath his feet and the light of heaven 
above, the ceaseless pulsing of the sea and 
the ancient rocks to tell their story, he found 
himself elated. In truth, he was never lonely 
jn company with his great friend arid goddess, 
Nature. And yet he did not go out to her 
with the solemnity of ‘a dedicated spirit.’ 
He sought by the active use of his intelll- 
genes to interpret her truly and lovitigly; 
but he never yielded to the mawkish senti- 
mentality that exalts grass and stones and 
trees at the expense of the human interest. 

It is not too much to say that no collector 
ot American biography may. be content, or 
consider his library ideal, without the ad- 
dition of this record of a fearless, scrutiniz- 
ing, inquiring and aspiring soul. Something 
beautifully temperate and uplighting seems 
to enter the room as one possesses oneself 
of the contents of this book. It is a fit com- 
panion for the best, and an inepiration to the 
lesser who must walk far behind Nathaniel 
Shaler in the dust of human experience.

The interest in Foxcroft Davis’ THE 
WHIRL” (Dodd, Mead & Co.) Hes entire- 
ly In the characters, prominent figures ip 
the diplomatic life of Washington. Affairs 
of state, such as demand the whole at- 
tention of ambassadors, are seen only 
in reflection, while the social life, as it 
centers about the selected characters, the 
predominating social customs, and some 
typee of the human species are the interests 
that dominate the whole. It isa genial story, 
not devoid of the power to hold the reader 
until the end, exhibiting a certain clear read- 
ing of the nature of the man not lacking a 
sense of humor that is able to appreciate the 
idiosyncrasies and foibles of the characters 
at their correct proportion. 

Sir Percy; a young man who has risen rap- 
idly in the esteem of the foreign office in 
England, is sent to Washington to be first 

secretary to the embassy, of which his uncle 
is the head. He is A bachelor, a thorough 
English gentleman, a likable fellow, but one 
who has made the resolve with himself that, 
despite their undenied charms, he will not 
make an American woman his wife. Ip the 
course of his social diversicns he comes in 
contact with a young girl from Kentucky 
who exhibits that wonderful readinese for 
every emergency that is granted to some few 
women, besides being endowed with a native 
attractiveness that wins the reader as well 
as Sir Perey. Rebel though he may against 
the fate that has thrown her in his path and 
made him feel the weakness of his resolutien, 
he acknowledges himself a captive to her 
charms. 

But this ig not all. The story is complicated 
and augmented by the arrival in Washing- 
ton of Alicia Vernon, an old acquaintance 
of Sir Percy’s, who on one occasion caused 
him to forget his best manhood. Now again 
she enters into his life, but in a slightly dif- 
ferent role than formerly, and plays her 
part and receives her punishment jn the life 
of the American capital. With the complet- 
ing of her life the story comes to a gatisfying 
close, and the different people, frall though 
they may have been, show that they have a 
measure ot courage and a strain of good in 
them. 

The author has made a valiant attempt to 
give to the novel and ite characters a depth 
and value they do not intrinsically possess. 
He has so far succeeded, however, as to im- 
press the reader for the time being. But 
the spell of the book is easily dissipated with 
the advent of more serious concerns, though 
the memory remains of a pleasant story that 
was really absorbing for the nonce,

Max Pemberton’s THE SHOW GIRL” 
(J. C. Winston & Co.) is a novel of contem- 
porary Paris. Like his other stories, there 
is a plenty of escapades and adventures in 
this, though, of course, they differ slightly 
from those of the period of Robin Hood and 
the race and the profession of men he raised 
up. The manner of relating the story is dif- 
ferent, too; here Mr. Pemberton has per- 
suaded the genial Paddy, who is a good friend 
to any in need of one, to make public a deal 
of correspondence of a scapegoat of a sculp- 
tor studying in Paris, relative to his personal 
affairs. The most serious of these are con- 
cerned with the man's appointing himself 
the guardian of a woman he meets in a 
circus show in Paris; he believes in her im- 
plicitly, and-resolves to help her all that he 
can, bat the undertaking is fraught with 
more difficulty and excitement than he had 
foreseen. 

But as this is a story, and by Mr. Pember- 
ton, everything has a bright outlook and 
results im developments of an unforeseen 
character, proving that the gallant man was 
far from being mistaken as to the kind of 
woman who had appealed to his chivalry. Of 
course the whole thing is improbable, but 
it appears to have been written in the spirit 


of fun.

“Poppea of the Postoffice,” an 
Original and Charming Story

NE of the most envied Uterary work- 
ers is Mabel Osgood Wright. Mrs. 
Wright takes for her subjects the life 
out of doors, which she knows abeo- 
lutely, having lived it in its varjous 

phases. One of the great charms of Mrs. 

Wright’s profession comes from the exi- 

gencies of the book trade. Travelers go out 

with their samples of fall and winter books 
in the summer, and of their spring and sum- 
mer books in the winter. By this arrange- 
ment, when the thermometer is forcing its 
way up to the hundreds, as it has been for 
the last week or more, Mre. Wright is writ~ 
ing about winter ip the country; the frozen 
ponds, the icicles hanging from the eaves, 
and making a picture whic® by its vividness 
must keep her in a delightfully cool condi- 
tion. In the winter she writés of bees and 
blossoms, of daisy clad fields, of babbling 
brooks that babble as though they had never 
been icebound.

of Lincoln pass through Union square. She 
was lifted up to see the catafalque ae it 
passed, and when tbe men along the wide 
walk and in the windows raised their hats 
she took off her little bonnet and stood bare- 
headed with the rest. 

Mrs. Wright uses two letters from Lincoln 
in this book, which, 1 imagine are genuine, 
though she incorporates them as part of her 
story. Oliver Gilbert, living in a mall New 
England town, was up as postmester, and 
‘when he found that letters had been written 
to Lincoln backing his claim, he also wrote to 
the president, explaining to him that it was 
not all money need that made him want the 
office, as he had a little business, but, he 
wrote: I was lonesome with only the dead 
and gone people in books for company, and 
I wanted something to do that would keep me 
near to my fellowmen, without which age is 
gouring.” 

To this letter Lincoln replied under date of 
Washington, D. C., April 2.

Although at our doors, Mexico is not as well 
known to us as is Europe, separated from us 
by 8,000 miles of water; not only that, ‘but 
Mexico, more than almost any semi-civilized 
country, clings to the customs and traditions 
of the past, and is less like a European or 
American country than any other on the 
globe. It has not been my good fortune to 
visit Mexico, but those who have tell me that 
they have had greater sensations of foreign- 
ness there than they have had in any quar- 
ter of Europe. There have been a number of 
books written about Mexico, but, as a general 
thing, they are prejudiced one way or an- 
other. In a volume devoted to this subject 
by G. Reginald Enock (Scribners), we have, 
what seems to be, a judicious and unpreju- 
diced account of that interesting country. 
Martin Hume, an officer in the British army 
and editor of the Spanish state papers, a lec- 
turer on Spanish history and a writer on 
Spanish literature and life, supplies the in- 


troduction to Mr. Enock's book. It would. 


be hard to find a man who understhnds his 
subject better than Mr. Hume. Like most 
people who write about Mexico, Mr. Hume, 
in his introduction, speaks highly of Presi- 
dent Diaz, whom he describes as: Master 
of Mexico, a benevolent autocrat, an em- 
peror in all but name, governing with a wise 
moderation which recognizes that a country 
ituated as Mexico is, and wih a population 
* yet far from homogeneous or civilized in 
the European sense, must of necessity be led 
patiently and diplomatically along the road of 
progress.“ : 

From what Mr. Enock writes of some of the 
custome of Mexico, I should not think it 
would be an altogether attractive place to 
live in. For example: They still fight duels 
down there, but they are of a queer sort. One 
man may be armed.with a Colt's revolver, the 
other with a riata (lasso) which serves as 
his weapon. 

On the subjéct of Diaz, Mr. Enock thinks 
that he well deserves the praise that he re- 
ceives from his countrymen and from for- 
eigners: But so long and varied a course 
of it must prove unpalatable, notwithstand- 
ing that the Spanish-American. as a rule, is 
capable of absorbing an infinite amount of 
praise. Porfirio Diaz has brought his coun- 
try up from chaos, and for this fortunate 
work he had to thank his own stanch char- 
acter and the fact that a time had arrived in 


the natural evolution of America when even | 


the most turbulent states are called upon to 
perform their function and carry out their 
destiny. The man and the hour arrived to- 


gether and Diaz deserves to rank among the 


historic statesmen of the world.“ In sum- 
ming up his conclusions about Mexico, Mr. 
Enock finds: 


There is far more affinity of social interests 
between Spanish-America and Europe than be- 
tween the United States and Spanish-America, and 
there can be no doubt that the growth of a great 
American civilization distinct from that of the 
United States win be a valuable element in the 
new world. The influence of the United States 
will always be offset by the imported European 
culture and solidity. It has been characteristic of 
all Spanish-America to emulate and exalt the 
United States, but the grave faults apparent in the 
character of the Americans in their political and 
commercial world recently have caused much loss 
of prestige. The student of American life cannot 
maintain that the civilization of the United States 
necessarily tends to becorne superior to that of the 


Spanish-American’s. There is, of course, a vast 


superiority in manufacture, means of communica- 
tion, and all that goes to make up the modern 
business world—immeasurably so. But of man’s 
humanity to man, or social refinement, honesty in 
business, cleanliness in polities, the United States 
is not much i advance of its neighbors. Neverthe- 
less, the influence of the United States has been, 
and will be, of much steadying velue 2 
and it remains to be seen if Mexico can pre der 
individuality, in view of her proximity to he 
United States, and whether she can absorb the es- 
cellent characteristics of the Americans without 
acquiring their defects. Probably she can. On the 
other hand, it is a source of satisfaction to the 
student of American civilization to observe the 


present reciprocal and neighberly attitude of the } 


United States and Mexico towards each other.

Because the White Sox are to be away on 
the misplaced ‘‘ Glorious Fourth this year 
the south side celebrated yesterday with a 
fireworks exhibition in which Comiskey's 
men made more runs than we thought there 
were in the whole world, winning the penulti- 
mate game of the St. Louis series, 15 to 3. 

Apparently the home boys read our gratul- 
tous advice about the best way to encourage 
their pitchers to work hard and profited 
by it so intensely that Ed Walsh didn't have 
to work hard at all after the first inning. 
That was fortunate, by the way, for Prince 
Albert Edward wasn't at top form and was 
hit promiscuously all the way through the 
sultry battle. The enemy’s fire was kept 
down to the desultory class, however, except 
in the fifth inning. 

The big scoré was fortunate in another 
way, for it permitted Barney Reilly to make 
‘his major league bow under fortuitous cir- 
cumstances. The former Yale leader came 
on in the sixth spasm in response to many 
and vociferous calls for his appearance, re- 
placing Atz at second base. Before he had 
been on exhibition ten minutes the opinion 
was unanimous that, so far as showing any 
of the usual signs of the college amateur, 
Barney never even went to night school, and 
it was plain why the less dignified form of 
Berhard is used tp differentiate him from 
other Reillys. In short, Barney acted as if 
he had been thoroughly broken to the dia- 
mond and as it he might have been born with 
an O' in front of his last name and a 
baseball in his fist. 


Reilly Is on the Job. 


The Browns seemed bent on trying Reilly 
out, and the first two of them up in the sixth 
swatted grounders to him. The first one he 
missed and no more. But that was not the most de- 
cisive evidence of his having shaken the amateur 
hayseed out of his hair. The first time he came to 
bat e got hit by a pitched bell as casuaily as if he 
had roomed with Dick Padden all is life and imme- 
diately stdle second, although the ball beat him to 
the base. His slide out toward center field, hook- 
ing on to the base with his toe, made it Impossible 
to touch any part of him except his spikes and 
stamped him as having acquired more than che 
rudiments of baseball before taking his degree at 
Yale. The only crack he got at ihe ball Barney 
soaked it to right so nearly on a hne that it re- 
sulted in a double play, because Purtell tried 10 
score from second on it. 

The staff photographer was on the job all right, 
but brought only negatives with him, whereas 
the game was almost entirely affirmatives from 
start to finish. The Sox made fourteen hits off 
three pitchers and used their fireworks so sanely 
in conjunction arith passes and errors that they 
rolled up the runs easily. 
on the bases, compelling McAleer to change catch- 
ers as well as pitchers, and before the day was done 
had piled up the season’s record of eleven stolen 
bases. Of these Purtell secured three and Dough- 
erty two. 

A brand new lineup with Altizer on first and 


hoodoo. Any way, Daring David clouted three 
safeties where they counted and shared with 
Parent, our new center fielder, the batting honors 
of the day. Payne swatted the longest single 
on record. which scored three runs in the first.

Graham, who was McAleer’s first pick, lasted one 
inning during which the Sox accumulated five tal- 
lies. Criss, the radiant sub swatter, was the next 
victim and he didn’t pitch as well as he batted. 
A succession of bombs and boots in the fourth drove 
him off the slab after the Sox had added four more 
runs to their count, with only one out. Hove l 
took up the hopeless task and finished it hope- 
lessly. 

Comiskey’s men won the game in the opener. 
Hahn led with a single to left. Parent double 
crossed Ferris, who was looking for a bunt, and 
pulled one past him for a single. Altizer bunted 
toward first and beat Graham's effort to throw 
after sitting down onthe ball. The bases were full 
and none out. Dougherty filed to right far enough 
to let Hahn home and Purtell drew a pass, filling 
the bases again. Tannehill smashed one too hot 
for Ferris to negotiate, scoring Parent and keeping 
the sacks full Atz struck out, but Payne poled 
out his record breaking single. It traveled so far 
into right center that Altizer, Purtell, and Tanne- 
hill all scored on it easily, but Payne could get 
only to first because he tripped and fell over that 
bag. Walsh then struck out. 

Criss disposed of the Sox for two innings, but with 
one out in the fourth he passed Hahn. Errors by 
Ferris and Jones, Altizer’s single, Purtell’s double, 
and a couple of steals put four runs over the pan. 
Purtell was on second with one out when Howell 
took up the burden. Tannehill groundered out. 
after which Atz walked and pulled off a double steal 
with Purtell, who scored the fifth tally of the round. 
Payne courteously flied. 


Browns Given Three Runs. 


In the fifth the visitors bunched four of their 
hits with a pase and scored their three runs.

COTTON REPORT IS IGNORED. | 


Unfavorable Figures Fall to Influence 
Prices on Exchange. 


{NEW YORK TIMES FINANCIAL LBADPR.) 

NEW YORK, July 2.—[{Spectal.]—The only 
important exceptions to the general though 
moderate advance ih the stock market today 
were Third Avenue, which lost 2% points, and 
Western Maryland, which lost 2%, both un- 
der the influence of selling induced by assess- 
ments levied or to be levied on these stocks. 

The important news of the day was found 
in the publication of the goverriment cotton 
report, which showed a sharp decline in the 
condition of the crop between the May rt 
and June 25, on which date the present re- 
port was made. This factor, however, while 
responsible for an advance of $2.60 a bale on 
cotton, was without appreciable influence 
upon the stock market, which practically ig- 
nored the unfavorable figures. 


Dealings Gain in Volume. 

The dealings on the stock market wereona 
larger scale than on Thursday, the last day of 
business before the triple holiday not being 
influential in restricting the trading, which, 
however, was made up largely of transac- 
tions in the few issues, most prominent 
among which were J/nited States Steel, Union 
and Southern Pacific, Reading, Wester: 


Maryland, and Third Avenue. 


There was considerable expansion today 
in the dealings in the bond department over 
the transactions of the previous day, and in 
the trading in bonds both on the Kk ex- 
change and over the counter was found evi- 
dence of a resumption of interest on the part 
of the investors. The dulmess in bonds 
which existed a week ago had been succeeded 
by a substantial increase in the demand for 
most classes of bonds, the demand coming not 
only from individual investors, but also from 
institutions. The latter again were buying 
after having recently been sellers of bonds to 
a small extent. * 

The failure of preparations for the July 
payments to bring any upturn in the interest 
rates is seemingly the explanation of this 
resumption of the buying of bonds by insti- 
tutions. 


Cotton Report Shows Falloff. 

The government crop report placed the con- 
dition of the cotton crop on June 25 at 74.6, a 
decline of 6.5 points from the May condi- 
tion, and 6.2 points under the ten year av- 
erage for June. This showing, which was 
much less favorable than had been expected, 
was followed by excited trading on the cot- 
ton market, where prices on several opt ons 
rose an average of about c a lb. 

No further gold engagements to Europe 
were announced today, despite the advance 
in the foreign exchange rates, but pre- 
liminary arrangements were made for 
further shipments to Argentina, which may 
bring tomorrow's total shipments to that 
point up to $2,750,000, of which $1,500,000 was 
withdrawn from the subtreasury today. The 
usual estimates of the week's currency mov 
ments indicated a gain from the iftertor this 
week in excess of the gold exports and the 
bank payments to the subtreasury, holding 
forth the promise of another favorable bank 
statement, provided the loan expansion is not 
so heavy as to offset the estimated gain in 
cash.
